To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 

of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 


Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report, 
being  the  forty-fourth  report  presented  to  you  by  successive  Medical 
Officers.  The  report  deals  with  vital  statistics,  records  of  disease  and 
general  sanitary  administration. 

During  the  month  oi  September  an  inquiry  was  held  by  Mr.  Chapman 
F.R.I.B.A.,  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  connection  with 
two  of  the  areas  scheduled  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Acts. 

In  the  month  of  December  the  building  of  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
was  completed,  and  on  the  day  prior  to  the  official  opening  a  case  of 
smiallpox  was  admitted.  It  is  extremely  fortunate  that  the  Health 
Committee  had  pressed  the  urgent  need  of  accommodatiom  for  isolation 
of  this  disease  as  two  outbreaks  of  smallpox  have  occurred  since  the 
building  was  finished,  within  a  period  of  less  than  five  months.  Owing' 
to  the  widespread  incidence  of  the  disease  it  is  more  than  ever  necessary 
to  be  prepared  for  the  reception  of  cases. 

I  desire  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  assistance  and  courteous 
consideration  which  they  have  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year,  and 
to  my  colleagues  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department, 
as  well  as  to  other  Corporation  officials  for  their  valuable  and  ready 
help  at  all  times.

POPULATIOIN. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  census  of  1921,  taken  on  19th 
June,  was  63,770,  and  on  30th  June,  1924,  the  population  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General,  had  increased  to  65,940. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  or  the  excess  of  the  number  of  births 
over  deaths  during  1924  was  621.

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  Percival,  Clerk  to  the  Tynemouth  Union,  for 
the  following  particulars  in  respect  of  Poor  Law  felief  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  for  the  year  ended  31st,  December,  1924. 

The  average  daily  number  of  inmates  in  the  Union  Institution  was  305 
and  the  average  daily  number  in  the  children’s  homes  was  43.  The  amount 
expended  in  out-door  relief  in  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  was 
£10,225  9s.  lid. 
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BIRTHS. 

The  nett  total  births  assignable  to  Tynemouth  were  1,521,  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  23*06  per  1,000  of  the  population.  790  births  were  males,  and  731 
females  ;  1,464  were  legitimate,  and  57  illegitimate. 

The  birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales  during  1924  was  18‘8,  and  for  the 
Great  Towns  19 '4  per  1,000.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  Borough  was  9S1,  but  of 
these  129  were  non-residents.  48  deaths  of  residents  also  occurred  outside 
the  borough.  The  nett  deaths  were  therefore  900,  which  is  equal  to  a  death 
rate  of  13*64  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  in  England  and  Wales  was  12*2,  and  for  the 
Great  Towns  12-3  ncr  1,000.

The  increased  death  rate  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  is 
accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  influenza 
and  pneumonia  during  that  period.  There  v/ere  32  deaths  from  influenza 
in  this  quarter  as  compared  with  a  total  of  38  deaths  from  the  same  cause 
throughout  tlie  year,  whilst  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  was 
41  during  the  first  quarter  as  compared  wnth  91  deaths  which  were 
registered  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.— There  were  132  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age,  which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  86  to  every  1,000 
children  born.  This  rate  shows  an  decrease  of  1  per  1,000  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Great 
Towns  were  75  and  80  respectively. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  received  since  192l)  : — 
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SMALLPOX. — In  the  month  of  December  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  asked  to  visit  a  case  of  suspected  smallpox  in  Milbourn  Ward. 
The  patient  was  a  man  aged  42  years,  and  was  employed  mainly  on 
foreign  vessels  coming  into  Albert  Edward  Dock.  The  patient  had  been 
ill  for  a  day  or  two  before  he  noticed  a  rash  which  appeared  on  his  fore¬ 
head  on  the  24th  November.  The  distribution  of  the  rash  wa.s  typical 
of  smaJlpox,  although  the  patient  stated  thac  he  had  been  vaccinated 
in  1904. 


Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  have  the  patient  isolated  at  Balkwell 
Hospital. 

The  patient  resided  with  his  brother  and  they  v/ere  attended  by  a 
neighbour  livhng  in  the  same  teneraeRi.  The  medical  practitioners  in 
the  Borough  and  Medical  Officers,  of  Health  of  surrounding  districts  were 
immediately  notified  of  the  outbieak  of  the  disease.  A  list  ot  aJl  con¬ 
tacts  was  drawn  up  and  forwarded  to  the  authorities  concerned.  I'he 
Clerk  to  the  Tynemouth  Guardians  was  asked  to  assist  in  the  vaccination 
of  contacts  amd  others  who  might  desire  free  vaccination,  and  notices 
were  posted  by  the  Clerk  urging  people  to  avail  themselves  oi  vaccination 
as  a  precaution  against  attack. 

The  patient  during  the  period  after  the  appearanee  of  the  rash  had 
visited  one  or  two  places  in  the  town  but  had  not  been  outside  the 
borough  boundary,  and  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
the  names  of  all  contacts  during  the  interval  prior  to  the  diagnosis  of 
the  case.  Intimation  was  immediatelv  sent  to  the  Ministrv  of  Health. 
The  house,  bedding,  and  clothing  of  the  patient  veere  disinfected.  The 
head  teachers  of  the  schools  were  recpiested  to  notify  all  cases  of  chicken- 
pox  coming  to  their  knowledge  amongst  scholars,  and  these  along  with 
contacts  were  visited  and  kept  under  constant  supervision. 

The  patient  was  discharged  from  hospital  on  18th  I'cbruary,  and 
fortunately  no  further  cases  of  the  disease  developed  in  the  borough. 
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Five  contacts  who  arrived  from  infected  ports  or  from  steamers  on 
which  a  case  of  smallpox  had  occurred  during  the  voj^age  were  also 
notified.  Other  contacts  have  also  been  notified  from  surrounding 
areas,  but  up  to  the  present  no  further  outbreak  has  occurred. 


Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Percival,  Clerk  to  the  Tynemouth 
Guardians,  I  am  enabled  to  give  the  following  figures  relative  to  the 
vaccination  of  children  within  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  1923.

Eight  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  (Smallpox  Prevention!  Regulations,  1917. 

CHICKENPOX. —  Cases  notified,  72  ;  deaths,  0  fatality  per  cent., 
O’O.  Of  the  72  cases,  45  were  notified  in  January  and  4  in  February 
as  the  result  of  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  which  occurred  during  the  latter 
part  of  1923,  when  chickenpox  became  compulsorily  notifiable  for  a 
period  of  three  months.  This  period  ended  on  31st  January,  1924. 

23  cases  were  also  notified  by  head  teachers  of  elementary  schools 
during  the  period  10th  December,  1924,  to  8th  January,  1925,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  case  of  smallpox  already  referred  to  under  that  heading. 

CHOLERA  AND  PLAGUE.- . There  were  no  contacts  throughout 

the  year  from  infected  ports. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — Cases  notified,  138  ;  deaths,  1  ,  fatality  per 
cent.,  0-7.  None  of  the  cases  notified  within  the  borough  was  fatal. 
The  death  recorded  was  that  of  a  child  aged  7  years,  living  outside  the 
borough  but  allocated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  the  Tynemouth 
district. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurring  within  the  borough  during  the 
year  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  many  were  discovered  by  the  parents  onlv 
after  desquamati^'n  had  set  in.  The  largest  number  cjccurring  in  any 
one  month  was  during  December  wlien  cases  were  notified. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Cases  notified,  30  ;  deaths,  1  ;  fatality  per  cent., 

3*3. 

The  prevalence  of  diphtheria  shows  a  slight  decline  over  the  four 
previous  years.  The  largest  number  of  cases  notified  in  an}^  individual 
month  was  7  during  December,  whilst  during  the  month  of  May  the 
borough  was  entirely  free  from  the  disease. 


260  swabs  were  examined  from  the  throats  of  contacts,  convalescents, 
or  suspected  cases  of  the  disease. 

51  phials  of  diphtheria  anti -toxin  containing  2,000  units  each,  were 
distributed  during  the  year  for  treatment  or  prophylactic  use. 

ENTERIC  EEVER  - -Cases  notified,  51,  deaths,  3.  fatality  ['er 
cent.,  5 '5.  During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  borough  was 
entirely  free  from  this  disease.  Two  cases  v/ere  notiiied  in  the  month  of 
July  and  two  in  August,  but  from  September  until  the  end  of  the  year 
a  series  of  cases  occurred. 

In  the  early  part  of  September  the  cases  occurred  so  close  to  one 
another  that  a  careful  eiujuiry  was  instituted  as  to  the  source  of  in¬ 
fection.  The  dealers  supplying  milk  to  the  various  cases  were  so  varied 
and  the  cases  of  illness  associated  with  each  individual  supply  were  so 
few  that  the  milk  supply  was  eliminated  as  a  possible  cause  of  the  illness. 
Further  inquiry  showed,  however,  that  the  cases  had  taken  ice-cream 
from  a  certain  source  sometime  prior  to  the  onset  ol  the  illness 
Following  this  up  it  was  also  found  that  three  '''hildren  had  been  ill  with 
an  indefinite  illness,  but  which  later  proved  to  be  enteric  fever  at  the 
residence  of  the  people  associated  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
the  sweetmeat  The  cases  of  illness  in  this  family  were  immediately 
removed  to  hospital  and  the  premises  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
disinfected,  whilst  all  employees  were  kept  under  observation  for  some 
weeks.  Specimens  of  blood  were  taken  from  all  suspects  Jor  serological 
examination  and  appropriate  measures  ta,ken  +o  prevent  any  further 
sirread  of  the  disease. 

CONTINUED  FEVER. — No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

ERYSIPELAS.  -  Cases  notified,  23  ;  deaths,  0  :  fatality  per  cent.,  0‘0. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA.— Cases  notified.  5  •  deaths.  2  ; 
fatality  jier  cent.,  40 '0. 

Four  of  the  cases  notified  were  residents  of  the  borough,  but  one  case 
was  notified  from  the  Union  Hospital  having  been  admitted  from  Blyth. 
The  ages  of  the  two  fatal  cases  were  2|  years  and  54  years.  None  of 
the  cases  belonging  to  the  borough  appeared  to  have  any  connection 
with  one  another.  The  two  cases  which  occurred  in  the  month  of 
March  were  three  miles  apart  and  the  families  did  not  know  one  another. 
The  third  case  occurdng  in  the  month  of  May,  and  the  fourth  case  which 
occurre-I  in  Jnlv  did  not  appear  to  have  any  connection  with  the 
previous  cases.

The  greatest  incidence  of  pneumonia  cases  occurred  with  the  prevalence 
of  influenza  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  There  was  also  some 
recrudescence  of  influenza  towards  the  end  of  the  v'ear,  with  a  corres¬ 
ponding  increase  in  the  cases  of  pneumonia.  Of  the  189  cases  notified 
above,  24  were  recorded  as  influenzal -pneumonia.

At  the  end  of  each  week  the  death  return  from  the  Registrar  is  carefully 
examined,  ancl  ill  deaths  from  tuberculosis  noted  to  ascertain  whether 
they  have  been  duly  notified.  In  16  instances,  however,  during  the  year 
it  was  found  that  no  notification  had  been  received  although  the  death 
had  been  registered  as  tuberculosis.  In  each  instance  the  medical  prac¬ 
titioner  was  written  to  drawing  his  attention  to  the  fact.

Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

The  number  of  new  cases  examined  during  the  year  was  409.  This 
figure  includes  253  “  contacts  ”  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  risk  of  infec¬ 
tion.  The  number  of  “  contacts  ''  found  to  be  infected  was  2.  There 
are  two  beds  at  Moor  Park  Hospital  specially  reserved  for  observation 
cases.  Other  cases  attend  the  dispensary  weekly. 

All  contacts  of  infected  patients  are  exanuncd  periodically  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  ca.ses  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Home  Nursing. — Under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  scheme 
pro\dsion  has  been  made  for  nursing,  and  an  arrangement  has  been  entered 
into  whereby  a  retaining  fee  is  paid  to  the  Tynemouth  Nursing  Association 
tor  the  services  of  a  nurse  to  undertake  work  as  provided  for  in  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Regulations.  A  small  fee  per  visit  is  given 
in  addition  to  a  retaining  fee.  This  arrangement  has  been  in  operation 
since  1st  December,  1919. 


There  are  two  societies  in  the  Borough  which  provide  nursing  assistance 
for  the  sick.  The  Tynemouth  Nursing  Association  employ  three  permanent 
nurses.  They  attended  400  cases  and  made  12,531  visits.  The  Ladies’ 
Benevolent,  Dorcas  and  Nursing  Society  also  employ  a  nurse.  Both  of 
these  are  private  associations  carried  on  by  voluntary  workeis.

Medical  aid  was  summoned  during  1924  for  the  following  reasons  : — 
Illness  of  mother,  130  ;  Illness  of  child,  40. 

The  Care  of  Expectant  Mothers. — The  Health  Visitors  made  653  visits 
during  the  year  to  expectant  mothers.  A  number  of  cases  were  referred 
to  the  ante-natal  clinic  by  doctors,  some  by  midwives,  whilst  others 
who  had  not  engaged  a  midwife  or  a  doctor  were  advised  to  attend  by 
the  Health  Visitors. 

152  consultations  for  expectant  mothers  were  held  during  the  year. 
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Necessitous  and  complicated  cases  of  pregnancy  are  admitted  by  special 
arrangement  to  the  Tynemouth  Jubilee  Infirmary. 

Milk  (Moihers  and  Children)  Order. — Dried  milk  has  been  supplied 
free  or  at  less  than  cost  price  in  66  cases,  and  the  Committee  are  greatly 
indebted  to  the  Mayoress  iMrs.  Alfred  Hill)  and  her  co-workers  for 
carrying  on  this  work  which  has  been  of  enormous  benefit  since  the 
end  of  the  Great  War,  and  especially  during  the  period  of  depression 
in  trade  during  the  last  two  or  three  jmars.  The  following  are  details 
of  the  milk  supplied  ; —

The  sub-committee  meet  on  Monday  mornings  all  the  year  round  and 
carefully  consider  the  merits  of  each  case  where  application  has  been  made 
for  a  supply  of  dried  milk  free,  or  at  less  than  cost  price.  Each  applicant 
attends  in  person  in  order  to  supplement  the  information  given  on  the 
form  of  application  which  is  presented  to  the  Committee. 


Under  the  voluntary  section  of  the  work  the  workers  meet  two  after¬ 
noons  a  week  to  supply  dried  milk  and  other  forms  of  nourishment  to 
those  unable  to  pay  the  full  retail  prices,  and  to  those  who  may  be  sent 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  The 
following  supplies  were  sold  during  the  year.

Infant  Hygiene. — The  total  number  of  births  notified  during  the  year 
was  1,569,  including  51  still  births  and  21  outward  transfers.  Of  the 
total  births  456  were  notified  by  medical  men,  864  by  midwives,  and 
249  by  parents  or  others.  36  births  during  the  year  were  found  not  to 
nave  been  notified,  but  these  were  duly  intimated  after  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Acts  were  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  persons  concerned. 


The  number  of  first  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  was  1 ,454  and  of  these 
488  births  occurred  in  houses  of  one  apartment,  420  in  houses  of  two 
apartments,  268  in  houses  of  three  apartments,  182  in  houses  of  four 
apartments  and  96  in  houses  of  five  apartments  and  over. 


10,389  re-visits  were  made  to  infants  under  1  year  and  8,818  to  children 
from  one  to  five  years. 
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Co-ordination  of  work  with  School  Medical  Service. — -The  two  services 
are  co-ordinated  in  that  they  are  both  under  the  administrative  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  As  soon  as  the  cards  relating  to  the 
children  of  5  years  of  age  have  been  completed  they  are  forwarded  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer  in  order  that  he  may  record  any  ailments  or  defects 
of  the  child  during  the  first  five  years  of  life  upon  the  school  record 
cards.  The  early  history  of  the  child  is  thus  available  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer  during  the  course  of  any  subsequent  ailment  which  may  occui. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Cases  notified,  2  ;  deaths,  1  •  fatality  per  cent.,  50 '0. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  practice  of  a  medical  practitioner,  and  the 
other  in  the  practice  of  a  midwife.  In  the  latter  instance  disinfection 
of  the  bag  and  clothing  of  the  midv/ife  was  carried  out.  Both  cases 
were  treated  in  an  institution. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — ^The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during 
the  year  was  19  ;  16  of  these  were  cases  occurring  in  the  practice  of  a 
midwife,  and  3  occurred  in  cases  attended  at  birth  by  a  medical  man. 

The  Local  Authority  have  an  arrangement  with  the  District  Nursing 
Association  whereby  their  nurses  attend  to  and  treat  all  cases  if  the  medical 
man  who  has  been  called  in  desires  nursing  assistance.  14  of  the  cases 
were  attended  by  the  staff  of  the  Nursing  Association,  and  357  visits 
were  paid  to  the  infants  affected.  In  4  other  cases  where  the  discharge 
was  of  a  n on-purulent  character,  137  visits  were  made  by  the  nursing 
staff.  In  two  of  the  cases  notified  there  was  some  permanent  injury 
to  one  eye  ;  in  16  cases  there  was  no  injury  to  either  of  the  eyes. 
The  remaining  case  left  the  borough,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  district  to  which  the  parent  had  gone  was  duly  notified  of  the 
infant’s  change  of  abode. 

Diarrlicea  and  Enteritis. — Deaths  under  two  years,  17  ;  mortality  rate 
per  1,000  births,  IIT.  The  mortality  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  and 
the  Great  Towns,  were  7'3  and  9'2  respectively. 

The  Health  Visitors  make  inquiry  at  the  homes  of  cases  where  deaths 
are  observed  in  the  weekly  mortality  returns,  and  in  such  other  cases  as 
may  come  to  their  knowledge  during  the  course  of  ordinary  routine 
visitation.

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CLINICS  AND  TREATMLN]  CENTRES. 

Report  upon  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  by  Dr.  Amy 

Robinson. 

During  the  year  1924,  1,931  children  made  7,260'  attendances.  Of 
these,  1,035  were  under  a  year,  making  4,543  attendances,  and  the 
remainder  were  from  1  to  5  years  old,  making  2,717  attendances.  The 
number  of  cases  and  attendances  have  both  increased. 

85  expectant  mothers  made  152  attendances.  This  branch  of  the 
work  is  a  difficult  one,  but,  on  the  whole,  more  advice  was  sought  and 
more  mothers  referred  to  the  consultations.  As  there  are  no  facilities 
at  the  centres  those  patients  requiring  examination  were  seen  at  the 
Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary. 

Infant  consultations  continued  to  be  held  on  three  afternoons  a  week, 
the  average  weekly  attendance  being  142 '5,  being  a  large  increase  on 
previous  attendances. 

The  waiting  mothers  listen  to  a  short  Health  Talk  given  by  one  or 
other  of  the  Health  Visitors  whenever  practicable,  but  as  the  accommo¬ 
dation  is  limited  and  there  is  constant  coming  and  going,  it  was  not 
always  found  possible  to  do  justice  to  these  informal  talks  and  nothing 
in  the  nature  of  systematic  teaching  could  be  undertaken.  On  fine 
days  with  large  attendances,  werejt  not  for  the  seats  outside  in  the  yard, 
the  numbers  could  not  be  coped  with  adequately.  Two  days  a  week, 
with  the  help  of  voluntary  workers,  tea  v/as  provided. 

The  routine  work  had  no  outstanding  features  to  comment  on,  except 
that  the  provision  of  an  Orthopeadic  Department  at  the  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary  has  proved  very  helpful. 

It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  may  be  made  for  suitable  cases  to  take 
advantage  of  the  '  sun-baths  "  installed  by  the  Tuberculosis  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  establishment  of  a  Dental  Clinic  seems  a  little  nearer. 


Baby  Week  was  run  on  the  usual  lines — a  small  Exhibition  for  mothers 
and  school  children  was  held  for  four  days,  members  of  the  V.A.D. 
kindly  assisted  in  demonstrating.  Tea  and  Sports,  with  the  presentation 
of  certificates  of  attendance  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee, 
took  place  on  the  last  day. 

Bags  of  linen  were  lent  during  the  year  to  26  mothers,  and  proved 
of  great  as.sistance  in  these  times  of  distress. 


The  Sewing  Meeting  also  continued  to  do  good  work. 
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The  Committee  was  indebted  for  valuable  assistance  in  different  ways 
to  the  V.E.M.  Committee,  the  ladies  of  the  sewing  party,  the  helpers 
with  tea,  and  the  staff  of  the  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary. 


Prater  Maternity  Home. — The  Frater  Home  was  opened  on  6th  May, 
1920.  During  the  year  1924,  90  cases  were  admitted  and  there  were 
90  confinements,  including  one  case  of  twins.  The  births  included  41 
males  and  49  females.  The  average  duration  of  residence  was  15.03 
days.  Medical  aid  was  requisitioned  in  10  instances,  and  no  cases  of 
puerperal  fever  occurred  amongst  the  patients. 


Tuberculosis  Hospitals. — Provision  has  been  made  for  early  male  cases  at 
Stanhope  Sanatorium,  Durham,  and  for  female  cases  at  Barrasford  Sana¬ 
torium,  Northumberland.  At  the  former  there  are  four  beds  and  at  the 
latter  two  beds.  For  children  the  Council  have  provided  6  beds  at 
Stannington  Sanatorium,  Northumberland.  For  the  later  stages  of  the 
disease,  and  for  observation,  patients  are  removed  to  Moor  Park  Hospital, 
where  eight  beds  have  been  provided  for  tuberculous  cases.

The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  hospital  by  patients  during  the  year 
was  8,795  or  an  average  duration  of  43*3  days  per  patient. 
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Owing  to  one  of  the  wards  at  Moor  Park  Hospital  having  been  out  of  com¬ 
mission  because  of  the  smallpox  case  admitted  to  it  during  the  previous 
year,  it  has  only  been  possible  to  isolate  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one 
other  disease.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  arrange  for  the  isolation 
of  cases  which  could  not  be  sent  to  Moor  Park  Hospital,  at  Scaffold  Hill 
Hospital  belonging  to  the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board.  During  the 
year  eleven  cases  were  sent  under  this  arrangement.  The  Borough 
Surveyor  has  the  plans  for  the  new  hospital  almost  completed,  and  after 
receiving  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  it  is  hoped  that  good 
progress  will  be  made  during  the  current  year  with  the  erection  of  the 
extra  accommodation  so  urgently  necessary. 

Balkwell  Hospital. — This  hospital  intended  for  the  accommodation  of 
smallpox  patients  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
hospital  grounds  cover  about  two  acres  in  extent,  and  the  hospital 
comprises  a  patients’  pavilion,  an  observation  pavilion,  and  an  adminis¬ 
tration  block.  The  patients’  pavilion  consists  of  two  wards,  one  con¬ 
taining  six  beds,  and  the  other  containing  ten  beds,  with  a  nurses’  duty 
room  separating  the  one  from  the  other.  The  observation  pavilion 
contains  two  small  wards,  each  having  two  beds,  with  a  duty  room 
separating  the  wards.  In  the  administration  block  there  is  a  kitchen¬ 
living  room,  and  a  bedroom  for  the  caretaker  and  his  wife,  a  nurses’ 
sitting  room,  and  bedrooms  to  accommodate  four  nurses  and  two  maids. 
The  hospital  was  to  have  been  formally  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  on  9th  December.  The  opening  ceremony,  however, 
had  to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the  admission  of  a  smallpox  patient 
the  previous  evening. 

Other  hospitals. — Three  other  hospitals  are  subsidised  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  cases  of  tuberculosis,  for  maternity  cases,  and  also  for 
venereal  diseases.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Tynemouth 
Jubilee  Infirmary  for  beds  for  complicated  maternity  cases,  and  also 
for  cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  surgical  interference.  These  beds  are 
paid  for  at  a  fixed  rate  per  day,  according  to  the  period  they  have  been 
occupied  either  by  a  tuberculosis  or  complicated  maternity  case.  In 
addition  to  the  maintenance  fee  paid  to  the  hospital,  there  is  also  a  fee 
paid  to  the  surgeon  who  undertakes  the  operative  work. 

The  other  two  hospitals  supported  by  the  Council  are  the  free  treat¬ 
ment  clinics  for  cases  of  venereal  diseases  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary, 
Newcastle,  and  the  Preston  Hospital,  Tynemouth.  The  Skin  Clinic  of 
the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle,  acts  as  the  chief  centre  for 
the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  for  the  borough,  and  the  auxiliary 
centre  is  the  Preston  Hospital,  Tynemouth.  Statistics  of  the  number 
of  cases  treated  have  already  been  given.

Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  with  tables  showing  the  work 
done  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  during  the  year  1924. 

Inspections. — During  the  year  periodical  and  systematic  inspections 
have  been  made  in  all  districts  within  the  borough  in  order  to  ascertain 
where  nuisances  existed,  and  of  attending  to  complaints  of  defects  and 
nuisances  reported.  A  considerable  number  of  conferences  and  inter¬ 
views  have  taken  place,  which  has  resulted  in  the  prevention  of,  and 
abatement  of  nuisances  without  having  recource  to  the  customary  methods 
of  serving  informal  and  statutory  notices  under  the  various  Public 
Health  Acts,  Regulations  and  Bye-laws.

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Inspection  and  Testing  of  Drains. — During  the  year  the  number  of 
inspections  and  tests  of  old  and  new  drains  was  62.  In  man}^  cases 
repeated  visits  had  to  be  made  where  the  whole  system  had  to  be  re¬ 
newed.  New  drains  were  tested  by  water,  and  old  drains  by  the  smoke 
test. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. — -The  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  borough 
consists  partly  of  the  water  carriage  system,  privy  pail  closets,  privy 
ashpits  and  dry  ashpits.  During  the  year  a  number  of  privy  pail  closets, 
also  privy  ashpits  were  converted  to  water  closets.  Notices  were  served 
upon  the  owners  under  Section  39,  Public  Health  Acts,  (Amendment 
Act)  1907,  and  where  default  was  made  and  the  notices  not  complied 
with  the  conversions  were  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department.  Where  the  conversions  were  carried 
out  by  the  owner  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the 
owner  was  allowed  a  grant. 

In  the  majority  of  the  back  lanes  where  the  conversions  have  been 
carried  out,  the  lanes  have  been  cemented,  which  has  greatly  improved 
the  sanitation  of  the  area  and  also  facilitates  the  cleansing. 

The  number  of  ashpits  converted  since  April,  1920,  to  the  end  of  1924, 
was  292.

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Theatres,  Music  Halls,  and  Public  Buildings. — These  public  places  of 
amusement  have  been  frequently  inspected  to  ascertain  that  they  are 
clean.  Artistes'  dressing  rooms,  ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation 
receive  due  attention.  No  complaint  has  been  received  from  any  source 
of  any  deficiency  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  several  proprietors  or 
lessees. 

Slaughter  Houses — Registered  and  Licensed. — These  premises  have 
had  visits  paid  to  them  during  the  yea.r  at  frequent  intervals,  especially 
during  the  time  when  slaughtering  was  proceeding.  The  condition  of 
these  places  has  been  fairly  satisfactory.  Imported  meat  is  being  more 
extensively  retailed  than  in  other  years  as  a  result  of  restrictions  placed 
upon  the  movement  of  live  stock  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals) 
Act.

44  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  cans  at  the  railway  station  in 
course  of  delivery  between  the  consignor  and  consignee. 


4  samples  of  prescribed  medicine  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Health 
Insurance  Committee.  In  two  instances  the  Analyst  reported  that  the 
samples  were  genuine  and  contained  the  percentages  of  the  respective 
ingredients  as  laid  down  in  the  prescriptions,  but  stated  that  the  quantity 
of  the  samples  was  in  each  case  310  cubic  centimetres,  whilst  the  pre¬ 
scribed  amount,  12  ounces,  would  be  340  cubic  centimetres,  so  tliat 
both  of  these  were  somewhat  short. 


The  quality  of  the  samples  taken  during  the  year  has  been  fairly 
satisfactory.  It  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  in  one  instance,  where 
the  vendor  was  fined  40/6  for  exposing  for  sale  margarine  which  was 
not  labelled  as  such,  and  a  similar  amount  for  selling  margarine  in  a 
plain  wrapper  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Margarine  Act.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — Premises  reported  to  be 
infested  with  rats  and  mice  were  visited  and  instructions  given  to  the 
occupiers  as  to  methods  to  be  followed  for  the  extermination  of  the 
rodents.  Wire  cage  rat  traps  are  let  out  on  loan  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  to  persons  residing  in  rat  infested  premises.  National  Rat  Week 
was  held  during  the  week  3rd  to  8th  November.  The  total  number  of 
rats  reported  caught  during  the  week  was  340.  This  number  does  not, 
include  the  number  caught  in  shipyards  and  farmyards. 

Seamen  and  Common  Lodging  Houses. — These  lodging  houses  were 
periodically  inspected,  the  premises,  bedding  and  utensils  were  generally 
found  to  be  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  state.  There  is  no 
accommodation  in  the  Borough  for  female  lodgers.  There  were  7 
common  and  19  seamen’s  lodging  houses  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  which  provided  accommodation  for  259  male  lodgers  and 
270  seamen. 

A  large  building  known  as  the  Sailors’  Home  has  accommodation  for 
84  men,  and  frequently  provides  accommodation  and  clothing,  etc., 
for  shipwrecked  crews. 


Housing. — A  considerable  amount  of  overcrowding  has  been  observed 
during  the  year  caused  by  tenants  sub-letting  and  sharing  limited 
accommodation  with  others.  This  has  been  mitigated  in  some  instances, 
the  persons  concerned  having  obtained  better  quarters  elsewhere,  when 
the  undesirable  conditions  have  been  pointed  out  to  them.  The  usual 
occupiers  of  tenemented  houses  have  been  in  some  cases  faced  with  a 
problem,  that  is  to  find  residences  of  any  description.  In  the  case  cf 
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working  class  dwellings  it  is  imperative  that  their  abode  should  be 
within  easy  travelling  distance  from  their  work,  and  as  some  of  the  premises 
formerly  dwelling-houses  have  been,  or  are  being,  transformed  into 
places  of  business  (especially  in  the  centre  of  the  town)  the  position  is 
becoming  more  acute  each  year. 

Slum  Area  Inquiry, — The  Ministry  of  Health  held  an  inquiry  under 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts  of  1890  and  1924,  on  17th 
September,  in  connection  with  the  proposed  clearance  of  two  areas. 
The  inquiry  was  conducted  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Chapman,  F.R.I.B.A.,  and 
the  two  areas  scheduled  were  No.  1,  or  Bird’s  Yard  and  Pant  Street 
Area,  and  No.  2,  or  Adamson’s  Building’s  Area. 

The  case  for  the  Corporation  was  conducted  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Mundahl, 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gave  evidence  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  properties. 

The  Bird’s  Yard.  &c.  Area  is  a  continuous  block  of  property  centering 
round  two  yards,  one  called  Bird’s  Yard,  and  the  other  Pant  Street 
Yard,  the  two  yards  being  separated  by  a  high  wall.  The  area  con¬ 
tains  1,607  sq.  yds.  or  about  one-third  of  am  acre.  The  houses  are 
tenemented,  and  form  one  continuous  and  congested  block.  There  are 
56  tenements,  housing  212  persons.  The  density  of  population  for 
the  Dockwray  Ward  is  99 ’7  persons  per  acre  ;  in  this  area  it  is  513 
persons  per  acre.  The  mean  mortality  rate  for  the  borough  during  the 
six  years  1918 — 1923  was  15‘6  per  1,000  ;  in  this  area  it  was  5T9  ;  whilst 
the  infantile  mortality  for  the  borough  was  99,  as  against  179  in  this 
area. 

The  Adamson’s  Buildings  area  comprises  a  number  of  back-to-back  houses 
grouped  round  a  narrow  yard,  some  of  which  are  below  the  street  level. 
There  are  39  tenements,  housing  161  persons,  and  the  density  of  the 
population  is  702  persons  per  acre,  as  compared  with  99 '7  per  acre  for 
Dockwray  Ward.  In  Adamson’s  Buildings  area  the  mean  mortality  rate 
during  the  six  years  1918 — 1923  was  27'9  per  1,000,  and  the  infantile 
mortality  183. 

On  31st  December,  1924,  an  Order  was  made  sanctioning  the  improve¬ 
ment  schem.e  under  Part  1  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act, 
1890,  by  the  Minister,  in  the  exercise  of  his  powers  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  1890  to  1924,  as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  Minister  sanctions  the  Scheme  as  modified  and  set  out  in  the  Schedule 
accompanying  the  Order. 

(2)  The  Minister  approves  of  the  Council  themselves  undertaking  the  execution 
of  the  Scheme. 

(3)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  any  reduction  of  compensation 
to  be  made  under  the  First  Schedule  to  the  tiousing,  Town  Planning,  <^c.,  Act, 
1919,  any  plans  showing  sites  for  the  houses  proposed  to  be  erected  for  the 
rehousing  of  persons  of  the  working  classes  or  showing  the  laying  out  of  open 
spaces  prepared  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Minister  before  the  date 
at  which  compensation  is  determined  shall  be  deemed  to  be  incorporated  in 
and  form  part  of  the  Scheme. 
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(4)  The  Council  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  43  (1)  of  the  Act 
of  1890,  borrow  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  any  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  connection  with  the  Scheme  so  far  as  such  expenses  are  expenses  properly 
chargeable  to  capital. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Acts  as  modified  by  the  Housing 
Acts,  1890  to  1924,  in  relation  to  schemes  under  Parts  I.  and  'll.  of  the  Act 
of  1890,  and  by  the  Acquisition  of  Land  (Assessment  of  Compensation)  Act, 
1919,  shall  be  incorporated  with  this  Order.
